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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Llnnidloes. 


I am  instructed  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  1/64(Wales) 
to  make  an  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  Borough 
for  the  year  1963. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  year. 

Vital  Statistics. 


There  were  29  births  in  1963  compared  with  24  in  1962  and  giving  a 
rate  of  12.34  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  births. Five  of  the  births  took  place  at 
home  compared  with  two  in  1962. 

There  was  one,  still  birth  and  two  premature  births. 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  under  one  year. 

There  were  48  deaths  in  19&3  giving  a rate  of  20.43  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  16.53  in  1962. 

In  25  cases  the  age  at  death  was  over  75  yearsand  18  of  these 
were  over  80.  I should  perhaps  point  out  that  deaths  among  elderly  people 
in  the  chronic  sick  annexe  of  the  hospital  are  recorded  as  being  in  Llanidloes 
if  that  person  has  lived  in  the  annexe  for  6 months  or  more,  in  fact  this  appli 
to  14  deaths. 

The  accidental  deaths  of  three  young  men  was  a tragedy  to  the  town. 
National  Assistance  Act1947« 

The  section  47  of  this  Act  deals  with  the  removal  of  people  who  are 
unable  to  care  for  themselves  and  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions.  No 
action  was  taken  under  this  section,  the  main  credit  for  this  being  due  to 
the  efficient  home  help  service. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
water  to  the  Borough. 

At  the  begining  of  the  year  the  severe  and  prolonged  cold  weather 
resulted  in  many  service  pipes  becoming  frozen  and  for  several  weeks  in 
January  and  February  more  than  half  the  properties  in  the  town  were  without  a 
piped  supply  of  water.  When  the  thaw  came  a tremendous  number  of  bursts  occured 
Complaints  have  been  received  about  the  poor  supply  of  water  to 
some  parts  of  the  town  and  to  the  High  School  and  the  Water  Board  have  been 
informed  of  this. 

There  was  no  general  shortage  of  water  throughout  the  summer  and  no 
restrictions  were  placed  on  its  use. 

The  Borough  public  health  inspector  continues  to  sample  the  water 
every  month  and  several  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Sewerage . 

For  many  years  the  Severn  River  Board  has  complained  about  the 
effluent  from  the  sewage  farm.  The  consultant  engineers  have  been  asked  to 
prepare  plans  for  a sewage  disposal  works. 

Several  hundred  yards  of  sewer  have  been  dredged  and  the  sewage 
divertor  plant  at  the  Long  Bridge  was  overhauled. 

Housing. 

The  Council  started  to  bulid  24  houses  on  the  Maesydre  site  in 
Septemher.  One  house  was  built  in  the  Borough  for  the  Police  Authority. 

Under  slum  clearance  schemes  eleven  houses  were  demolished  during 
the  year.  No  closing  order  was  put  on  any  property. 

Three  improvement  grants  and  two  standard  grants  were  made  during 

the  year. 

Refuse  Collection. 

A large  area  of  the  refuse  disposal  site  at  Oakley  Park  has  been 
covered  and  only  a small  area  is  left.  Tipping  still  continues  at  Penpompren 
which  is  also  used  by  the  Rural  District. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Plans  for  the  erection  of  public  conveniences  at  the  rear  of  the 
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Town  H all  wer©  sppxovod  and  It  is  hoped  building  willi  start  ini  96^+ • 

The  site  for  conveniences  on  the  Gro  has  been  agreed  with  the  County 
Planning  Authority. 


The  health  of  the  Borough  throughout  the  year  remained  satisfactory 
and  no  epidemics  of  any  notifiable  diseases  was  reported.

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Health  Visitors 


During1  the  year  a start  was  made  to  reorganise  the  areas 
covered  by  the  health  visitors.  Prior  to  this  some  of  the  nurses  were  carrying 
out  health  visiting  duries  in  addition  to  their  general  nursing  duties.

Miss. Lewis.  covers  the  area  of  Llanidloes,  Llangurig,  Llandinam,  Clatter 
and  Staylittle. 

Miss. N.L. Jones  is  responsible  for  Newtown  and  Dolfor. 

Mrs.  Hamer  at  present  looks  after  Caersws  and  Trefeglwys. 

Mrs. Ryder  covers  Cefn  Coch,  New  Mills(part)  in  addition  to  a large  part  of 
Forden  and  Llanfyllin  Rural  Districts. 


Home  H elp  Service.

These  all  take  medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases  and  are  control- 
led by  the  Mid-Wales  H ospital  Board,  Aberystwyth. 


Laboratory  Service. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Aberystwyth  was 
reopened  after  having  been  closed  for  2 or  3 years. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  re-introduction  of  this  service  as 
it  has  not  always  been  convenient  to  use  the  laboratory  at  Shrewbury, 
especially  when  dealing  with  districts  in  the  western  side  of  the  area. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  this  service  and  clinics 
are  held  regularly  throughout  the  district :-

Llanidloes  Hospital,  Saturday  before  last  Tuesday,  10.30a.m. 
Machynlleth  Chest  Hospital  every  Wednesday  10a.m. 

Vaccination  against  Small  Pox. 

Comparatively  few  children  are  vaccinated,  although  it  is  still 

advised . 

It  is  usually  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  biit  I do 
vaccinate  at  Machynlleth  Clinic. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  we  advise 
vaccination  after  the  child's  first  birthday.

These  figures  were  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 

During  the  severe  winter  at  the  beginning  of  the  jrear  extreme 
difficulties  were  met  in  maintaining  water  supplies  in  the  three  urban 
areas  dealt  with  in  this  report.  Mains  and  service  pipes  were  frozen  and 
the  Water  Board  did  a good  service  in  supplying  people  from  tanks  goin 
round  the  streets.  Some  parts  of  the  towns  were  without  mains  water  fo 
up  to  12  weeks. 

On  the  whole  the  supplies  in  the  rural  districts  did  not  cause  so  much 
trouble  and  supplies  were  more  or  less  maintained.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  most  of  the  rural  supplies  have  been  put  in  in  the  last 
10  years  or  so.
